1 he largest orgad In America was com- 


pleted last week at' bt Ilartholemews in 
New \ ork City 
It 18 not so large as 


the monstrous coutrivanc'e at Sydney, 
Australia, which, however, has never 
been more than a moderate success 
'Una at St Bartholomews is, however, 
all that umld be desired In brilliancy of 
effect and in tone 
The organ at St 


Bartholemews is wonderful from the 
fact that it is really three organs swept 
bv one console or key-desk situated 
under the south chancel division in the 
choir 
When the orgau was decided up- 


on, St Bartholomews already contained 
a line organ placed in the gallery In the 
rear of the church. When It n as decided 
to enlarge, it was determined to build 
two other ^organs on either sldeoC the 
chancel and to bring all three divisions 
not only Into perfect harmony, but under 
the control of a single key-desk 
This 


last was attained by a wonderful system 
of electric coupling, which has been ap- 
plied to the entire key, pedal and stop 
action.
